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National Labor Daily? 

A Labor Press Associates dispatch 
published in our last issue told of 
a renewed call for the founding of 
a national labor daily, by Elmer 
Brown, second vice-president of the 
International Typographical Union. 

“The ITU leader,” the dispatch 
stated, “said he advocated a daily 
labor paper which would emphasize 
labor news but report events fairly 
and not make labor news into pro- 
paganda or editorials.” 

The dispatch then quoted Brown 
directly: 

“We ought to have a labor press 
which would put to shame some of 
our dailies, busily propagandizing 
through colored news stories and 
emphasis of news.” 

It is refreshing to have a man 
prominent in the labor movement 
take this attitude. Too many labor 
spokesmen, if they do wake up to 
the need for a strong labor press, 
think of it wholly as a propaganda 
device. 


Fair Play! 

Readers of this column may get 
bored with this topic of the need 
for objective reporting, fair news 
accounts of what happens, but we 
feel that it is a matter which can 

_ Searcely be stressed too much. 

Sometimes we feel that in The 
Labor Journal’s accounts of man- 
agement-labor struggles we haven't 
quite played fair with management, 
haven't made clear just what their 
contention in the controversy is. 

It’s true that our space is tight, 
but we ought always to have room 
for fair play. 

Incidently, while we're strong for 
Labor Press Associates so far as 
its being free from that ideological 
taint which makes Federated Press 
objectionable, we do feel that LPA 
could well afford to cultivate a 
little more detachment in its ac- 
count of clashes between manage- 
ment and labor, and not just start 
off many a dispatch with the as- 
sumption that the management rep- 
resentatives are a bunch of thugs.

Speaking of partisan reporting, 
not long. since in the CIO Labor 
Herald we noted what purported to 
be account of a court battle in 
which the CIO Marine Cooks and 
Stewards leadership is struggling 
with a group of men expelled from 
the union.

“the Dirty Dozen,” and kept it up 
all through the story, only telling 
their names down at the bottom. 

In general, the CIO Labor Herald 
is ably edited as a propaganda or- 
gan, but is pretty weak on objective 
reporting. 

Don’t think for a minute that we 
mean only the CIO papers do biased 
reporting. Just watch some AFL 
papers’ accounts of their unions’ 
jurisdictional disputes with CIO 
unions!

Truman and Wallace 
Democrats are Both 
Busy in California 


Presidential political develop- 
ments in California this week in- 
cluded: 

1. Announcement by State Demo- 
cratic Chairman James Roosevelt 
that he will support Truman for re- 
election; 

2. Editorial announcement by the 
People’s World that “the Wallace 
movement inside the Democratic 
Party and the budding third party 
movement complement each other.” 

James Roosevelt told members of 
the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee that he has prepared letters 
urging key Democrats to head the 
Truman drive, but that he is await- 
ing approval by the National Com- 
mittee before sending thém out. 

Mrs. Adah Dodge of Oakland is 
one of the Californians ‘to whom 
Roosevelt plans to send the letter. 

The People’s World in its editorial 
discussion of “The Wallace Move- 
ment” said: 

“Wallace’s fight against the Tru- 
man policies in the Democratic 
Party is strengthened by the threat 
and, even more, by the beginnings 
of organization of a third party. 

"In California the Wallace move- 
ment in thé Democratic Party will 
be accompanied by a petition cam- 
paign to put the Independent Pro- 
gressive Party on the ballot. 

“This means that if Wallace 
Democrats are defeated in the 
Democratic primary they will have 
a political organization to champion 
their program in the new third 
party.” 


Bart Crum Says He 
Plans ‘Legal Steps’ 


Bartley Crum, San Francisco at- 
torney, whose name was dropped 
from a list of Chico Community Fo- 
rum speakers after the Butte 
County Veterans of Foreign Wars 
had protested against him, has an- 
nounced that he is “considering 
taking such legal action as is neces- 
sary.” 

The VFW group had said that 
State Senator Tenney’s Committee 
on Un-American Activities had 
named Crum as affiliated with the 
Progressive Citizens of America and 
the California Labor School,, al- 
leged by the Tenney Committee to 
be “Communist front organiza- 
tions.” 


No CIO Banquet

Be Ousted, Letter 
Reminds Delegates 


Robert S. Ash, secretary of the 
Central Labor Council, has sent 
a letter to all delegates to the Coun- 
cil, reminding them that if a dele- 
gate is absent from a certain num- 
ber of meetings, his union can be 
asked to withdraw him and name a 
successor. 

The text of the letter follows: 

“At the August 25, 1947 meeting 
of the Council, the Secretary was 
instructed to check the attendance 
records of the delegates and to 
again begin enforcing Article 2, Sec- 
tion 3 of the By-Laws, which is as 
follows: ‘When a delegate is absent 
from the Council for two consecu- 
tive meetings, his union shall be 
notified by the corresponding sec- 
retary of the Council, and if his 
non-attendance continues three con- 
secutive meetings thereafter, in the 
absence of a valid excuse, his union 
must withdraw such delegate and 
choose a successor. It shall be ob- 
ligatory for each local union to re- 
call indentification card of the 
Council from any delegate they may 
replace to the Council, and surren- 
der such card with credentials of 
new delegates.’ 

“As a delegate to the Council, you 
are one of the leaders in the Ala- 
meda County Labor Movement, and 
as a leader, it is your honor and 
responsibility to assist in conduct- 
ing the affairs of the Council; par- 
ticularly is it important at this time 
to assume your responsibility when 
the labor movement is faced with 
the many problems confronting it. 

“If you have not been attending 
regularly, will you if possible ar- 
range your schedule so that you 
can attend. If, because of your work 
or other interests, you cannot at- 
tend the Monday evening meetings 
of the Council, will you kindly noti- 
fy your Union so that another dele- 
gate may be appointed.”

WFTU Tie Blocked 
By Canadian Labor 


HAMILTON, Ont. (LPA)—A con- 
stitutional ameridment barring as 
convention delegates persons ad- 
vocating overthrow of the Canadian 
government by force was adopted 
here by more than 7000 delegates 
to the 62nd convention of the Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada.

Former TLC Secretary-treasurer

Sullivan admitted that he had been 
a Communist Party member, con- 
tended that the Union was Com- 
munist-controlled and that he could 
{no longer continue because of that 
reason.

Picket Lines For 
AFL Locals in S.F. 


San Francisco policemen dragged 
CIO pickets away from in front of 
the Sears Roebuck retail store at 
Mission and Army streets this week 
to enable members of AFL Team- 
sters Local 85 and AFL Clerks Lo- 
cal 1100 to make deliveries and go 
to work. 

CIO Warehouse Local 6, to which 
the pickets dragged away by the

The ad stated that “with heavy |members 


hearts union men and women are 
going through our picket line at 
Sears Roebuck. Isn't this strike- 
breaking? Isn’t this what labor calls 
scabbing? What is happening to 
the proud traditions of San Fran- 
cisco unionism ?.” 
BECK’S STATEMENT | 
Dave Beck and Dan Tobin of the 
Teamsters were named in the ad, 
which said: “Why should you and 
I be victims of the power politics of 
Beck and Tobin?” 


The daily press published pictures 
of the police dragging away the 
pickets. 

The Call-Bulletin in its Monday 
issue ran this caption under one 
action picture: 

“As Truck Came Through Picket 
Line: A policemen grips a CIO 
picket whose arm and clenched fist 
appear cocked for a swing during 
the Sears Roebuck Mission district | 
retail store scuffle today as an AFL 
truck starts through the picket line. 
Note the empty shoe in the patch 
of the truck. Apparently it belongs 
to the man at the extreme left who 
shows one foot as shoeless.” 

Dave Beck, international vice- 
president of the Teamsters, stated 
to the press that the dispute was 
purely local, and that he had noth- 
ing to do with it. 

OAKLAND MENTIONED 

The CIO sent pickets to the St. 
Francis Hotel, where Beck is stay- 
iug during the AFL convention, and 
some of the pickets carried placards 
stating that “San Francisco is being 
taken for a piggy Beck ride,” and 
“Carry Him Beck to Old Seattle.” 

“The “San Francisco Chronicle in 
its Sunday issue reported: 

“Other signs declared Beck sought 
to break the strike of AFL Retail 
elerks which led to the Oakland 
general strike last December, as 
well as a more recent strike of 
clerks in Los Angeles.” 


STATEMENTS ASKED 

The East Bay Labor Journal tele- 
phoned the offices of Clerks Local 
1100 and of Teamsters’ spokesman 
Einar Mohn for statements, but was 
told in both instances that officials 
authorized to make statements were 
out. The Labor Journal telephone 
number was left, but no responses 
were received. 

Teamsters called attention to the 
October 10 issue of the Washington 
Teamster, published in Seattle, 
which stated that teamsters believe 
in living up to their contracts. 
POLICY STATEMENT 

The editorial in the Washington 
Teamster was run on the first page 
and was headed: “This Should 
Make Our Position Plain: The 
Teamsters Intend to Fulfill Their 
Contracts.” 

The editorial dealt with the situ- 
ation created by a strike of the 
Auto Mechanics Union in Seattle, 
but local teamsters feel it lays down! 
fundamental general policy of their 
union, 

“It is the basic policy of our 
International Union, as well as the 
policy of our Joint Council in this 
State, and of the Western Con- 
ference of Teamsters, to live up to 
all agreements ... We are not ask- 
ing the authorities of either city, 
county, or State, to intercede in our 
behalf. If we must protect our civil 
rights upon the streets of Seattle, 
then we are fully prepared to do so.” 

It was learned unofficially from 
members of the Teamsters Union 
that the trucking contractor who 
has a contract with Sears had re- 
quested Local 85 to begin hauling 
goods to the Sears place. 

The CIO local had been picketing 
for some time, contending that the 
Sears management refused to con- 
sider renewing the union contract.

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Skeletons Rattled 


The AFL convention slept for a week and a day, and then 
on Tuesday it woke up with a roar. 

Soiled linen was dumped out and washed in public, skeletons 
were dragged from closets and rattle-banged, and hell, in short, 


was raised. 
John L. Lewis and George 


Meany in their stirring debate 
over whether the 13 vice-presidents 
should duck into the cellar and call 
themselves just executive council 
hereafter, managed to 
bring to public view much of the 
past history of American labor, and 


to raise a lot of speculations as 
to its future. 
Many who heard Lewis’ speech 


felt that he was talking to all those 
in the AFL dissatisfied with the 
current leadership, and at the same 
time shooting his flying saucers 
across the continent at the CIO con- 
vention in Boston. 


THE CIO EPISODE 

The United Mine Workers’ chief 
reminded his hearers that just 13 
years before, “in this very city, in 
this very hall,” he had warned the 
AFL leadership that it must get 
out and hustle to organize the un- 
organized in the big industries or 
else— 

George Meany, AFL secretary- 
treasurer, member of the Plumbers, 
reminded the listening world that 
as head of the CIO John L. had 
with his right hand upheld the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers’ policy against the | 
Communists, but with left hand had 
grasped the hands of the Commu- 
nists and then walked out and left 
Philip Murray to struggle with 
them. 

Whereupon John L., rising ma- 
jestically to a point of “personal? 
privilege,” pointed out that an of- 
ficial AFL committee had recently 
invited the entire CIO—Commu- 
nists and all, presumably—to come 
back home to the House of Labor. 


THE REPUBOCRATS 

Then there was the underflow of 
hints about the relationship of the 
AFL to a couple of other political 
parties, the Republican and Demo- 
cratic. Lewis, who lost the CIO 
leadership in 1940 by jumping back 
to his old love the GOP and sup- 
porting the Willkie candidacy, had 
in his speech trounced the hide off 
the Republicans for passing the 
Taft-Hartley Law. 

Dan Tobin, top man of the Team- 
sters, in his speech answering Lewis, 
took occasion to remind the world 
that four times he had been the 
official head of the Democrats’ la- 
bor campaign, but didn’t say any- 
thing about his union flirting with 
the Republicans in the last election 
which brought in the Taft-Hartley 
Congress. 

And George Meany, long known 
as a Republican, sneered cautiously 
at Lewis’ denunciation of the Re- 
publicans, and made many of his 
hearers feel that the extremely 
smart and solid secretary-treasurer 
of the AFL hopes to support the 
Republicans yet. 

Certainly there was very little in- | 
dication from the speeches that the 
top command of the AFL is going | 
to back either party's presidential 
candidate solidly in the coming 
election. 

ANOTHER SKELETON 

And the proposal for building up 
a million dollar fund for educational 
and political work was obviously 
heading for trouble, as the delegates 
were beginning to wonder just what 
the fund was to be used for. 

Some delegates feared that in the 
long run it might be used merely 
to fight the CIO, especially since 
President Green had so flatly 
turned down Phil Murray’s wire 
from Boston that the two big fede- 
rations get together for political 
action against the Taft-Hartley 
group. 

Then one of the skeletons the 
bones of which glittered ominously 
was one that hasn’t been hid in any 
closet except in the annual report 
of the Federation. But a lot of the 
delegates began for the first time 
to fret about its significance. And 
that is the part which the federal 
unions play in the financial struc- 
ture of the AFL. 

For Meany in answering John L. 
Lewis’ contention that it wasn’t ad- |

duck into the cellar and change 
their names to keep out of Taft- 
Hartley’s vision, pointed out that 
an average of about 45 percent of 
the total income of the American 
Federation of Labor comes from 
the some 250,000 members of the 
federal unions. 


THOSE LITTLE FEDERALS 


Well, figured some of the dele- 
gates, if nearly fifty percent of the 
total income of the great AFL 
comes from these poor little fel- 
lows, these kicked-around federal 
unions, what kind of a financial 
structure is that for the House of 
Labor, and how well built are we 
for a real storm? 

Their point was that Lewis’ union 
has 600,000 members, Tobin’s more 
than 600,000, and so on. Yet these 
giant internationals all put together 
only pay a little more than half 
of the AFL load, and the pipsqueak 
federals pay all the rest of it! 

So Meany by answering skilfully 
one point left another wide open 
wihch men like John L. Lewis and 
the CIO lads are sure to use. 


GREEN AND MURRAY 


But one thing the more balanced 
folk at the convention remembered 
during all the turmoil—that it isn’t 
all plain sailing for the CIO at its 
convention over on the other side 
of the continent. Phil Murray, they 
knew, had his ear to the ground, lis- 
tening to the rumblings of his for- 
mer chief in the United Mine Work- 
ers, too. 

As for Bill Green, that other for- 
mer United Mine Worker, the pa- 
pers published pictures of him 
seemingly asleep while John L. was 
roaring. But undoubtedly Green 
wasn't asleep—he was sunk in that 
heavy doleful meditation which all 
the friends of labor are sunk in 
when they consider the need for 
labor solidarity, and the enormous 
and appalling lack of it. 

Besides, the shrewdest thing you 
can do is to pretend to be sleeping 
peacefully when your former chief 
in the United Mine Workers says 
scornfully that the AFL doesn’t 
seem to have a head, “but just a 
neck that grew up and haired over.” 


LEWIS’ LONG SHOT 

Lewis, many delegates feel, is 
playing a long shot, and a shrewd 
one. He knows there’s chaos in the 
American labor movement, and a 
lot of dissatisfaction in both the 
CIO and the AFL. And he’s trying 
for the role of Moses leading the 
troubled Israelites out of this wil- 
derness of chaos. 

Well, there’s a lot of admiration 
for John L.’s oratorical ability, and 
his art of dramatically telling the 
painful truth when it suits his pur- 
pose. But it wasn’t merely the ma- 
chine vote which overwhelmed him 
at the convention this week. It’s 
doubt about whether he really has 
a program that would solve the 
problem, and whether he has the 
devotion to the cause that would 
carry him and labor through. 

One president of an international 
union attending a session of his lo- 
cal folks during the convention was 
asked this question: “Do you think 
that other unions in our industry 
and the AFL in general will sup- 
port us if we get into trouble?” 


“WE’RE ALL ALONE!”

Oakland Paper of 
Cooperatives Says 
Politicos Scared 


The Associated Cooperator, 
monthly publication of the Associ- 
ated Cooperatives, Inc., published 
in Oakland, says editorially in its 
current issue: 

“The visit of the House Small 
Business Committee to California, 
home of the nation’s biggest co-ops, 
was an anti-climax. Long before the 
committee crossed the State’s bor- 
ders, wiser heads had taken stock 
of the trouble the committee was 
storing up for the majority party in 
Congress and had counseled it to 
take a new tack. 

“As a result, the committee’s vi- 
cious, uninformed and unfair attack 
on cooperatives of which the public 
was given a preview in Greenbelt, 
Md., was reconsidered and before 
the committee reached the Pacific 
Coast for its first hearing at Seat- 
tle, a new script was rehearsed and 
placed in production. 

“At Seattle and at its two hear- 
ings in California, the committee 
went out of its way to give a hear- 
ing to anyone who wanted to say 
a good word for cooperatives, even 
though the committee and its coun- 
sel—with Rep. Wright Patman, 
friend of the co-ops a conspicuous 
exception—showing little enthusi- 
asm for this fine testimony. Ob- 
viously, the high command had 
spoken, 

“The moral to be drawn from this 
exhibition is that the power of co- 
operatives has grown to the point 
that not even politicians, backed 
by the great prestige of the United 
States Congress, can make irres- 
ponsible attacks on them and get 
away with it.”

Go Ahead and Fight 
Without Legal Fear 
State AFL Suggests 


(State Federation Service) 


A letter addressed to all A.F. of L. 
unions in the State of California 
has been sent out by C. J. Haggerty, 
Secretary of the California State 
Federation of Labor, impressing 
upon them the urgent need to co- 
operate in financing the fight to 
reapportion the State Senate and 
to oppose the Congressmen who 
voted for the Taft-Hartley law. 


In a number of unions the ques- 
tion has arisen as to whether it is 
a violation of the Taft-Hartley law 
to subscribe to these assessments. 


So that all of the unions and the 
members thereof will be very clear 
on this matter, the Federation 
wishes to inform them that it is 
the opinion of its Legal Department, 
as well as the Legal Department of 
the American Federation of Labor 
that Section 304 of the so-called 
Labor Management Act of 1947, 
which restricts the political contri- 
butions of labor unions, is uncon- 
stitutional. 


The members of the labor move- 
ment are determined to exercise 
their constitutional rights and carry 
on their political activities as they 
always have. . 

Therefore, since it is the intent 
of labor to challenge the constitu- 
tionality of the Act, both nationally 
and locally, and since it is abso- 
lutely mandatory for labor to work 
for the repeal of this Act, the Fed- 
eration urges all of the unions to 
cooperate fully by paying the as- 
sessments voted by the Federation’s 
convention.

Labor Worked Way 
Up in Mine Union 


WASHINGTON (LPA)—John T. 
Kmetz, 53-year-old international 
executive board member: of the 
United Mine Workers-AFL and 
president of the UMW’s District 50 
until last year, was nominated as 
Assistant Secretary of Labor by 
President Truman. 


Kmetz, a native of Czechoslova- 
kia, and a member of the UMW 
since 1901, was named to succeed 
| Assistant Labor Secretary 
Hannah who resigned last month in 
opposition to the Taft-Hartley law 
and the action of the Republican 
Congress in cutting Labor Depart- 
| ment appropriations. 


The son of a miner, Kmetz 
worked his way up through UMW 
ranks over a period of more than 
35 years. He was president of Local 
900 for 10 years and was elected 
first vice-president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Federation of Labor in 1926. 
He was a vice-president of the 
Pennsylvania State CIO Council 
until 1942 and from 1943 through 
part of 1946 served as president of 
District 50. He was appointed dele- 
gate to the International Labor Or- 
ganization conference in Geneva 
this year. A Democrat and a Cath- 
olic, his home is in Nanticoke, Pa. 

In resigning, Hannah told Tru- 
man, “The passage of the Taft- 
Hartley bill has raised grave issues 
of civil liberties for the American 
people. It strikes at the heart of 
free men and institutions. I am of 
the view that my only alternative 
is to return to my community and 
the working people from whence I 
came to carry on as a private citi- 
zen, the fight to repeal this anti- 
labor and undemocratic law. Your 
veto message is the keynote which 
I sincerely support.” 


2 National Unions 


Are Gained by AFL 


The AFL Executive Council re- 
corded the chartering of two new 
international unions—the Air Line 
Dispatchers Association and the 
Railroad Yardmasters of America— 
and the reaffiliation of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Signalmen in its 
report to the AFL convention. 

At the same time it admitted that 
its efforts to bring the International 
Association of Machinists back into 
the AFL fold were stalemated. The 
IAM, with 624,000 members, voted 
by national referendum against re- 
affiliation after its suspension in a 
jurisdictional dispute. The suspen- 
sion followed refusal of the IAM to 
pay per capita when the AFL failed 
to resolve a long-standing quarrel 
with an affiliate in the Building 
Trades Department.

Taft-Hartley Law 


Snarls Situation 


WASHINGTON (LPA)—A survey 
of trade publications and recent 
speeches by industrial relations ex- 
perts verified earlier predictions by 
labor lawyers that employers would 
come to regret their unreasoning 
support of the Taft-Hartley law. 


The New York Journal of Com- 
merce, big business daily, was 
among the employer publications 
that admitted last week that man- 
agement is baffled over the ques- 
tion of labor by-passing the NLRB. 

“Those who have dealings with 
powerful unions,” said the Journal 
of Commerce, “are inclined to fear 
direct union action where NLRB is 
by-passed. This means that where 
the union is strongly established 
its failure to resort to NLRB as ar- 
bitrator in unfair practices and rep- 
resentation cases may lead to un- 
necessary strikes. The cost to em- 
ployers could be high.” 


“Employers who are concerned 
over the threat of a wave of strikes 
by militant unions are wondering,” 
the paper continued, “whether a 
new law is needed to compel unions 
to seek the services of NLRB. They 
point out that in the original House 
version of the Taft-Hartley Act a 
strike was held illegal where a un- 
ion failed to employ peaceful proc- 
esses set up by the law.” However, 
the paper said that “it is probably 
too early for employers to press for 
the enactment of such a law.” 


42% More Factory 
Jobs Than in 1940 


Factory employment in Califor- 
nia in August was 18 percent be- 
low August 1945, the month of 
Japan’s capitulation, but 42 percent 
above the prewar level of August 
1940, Paul Scharrenberg, Director 
of Industrial Relations, announced. 

On the basis of preliminary tabu- 
lations, the number of production 
workers in California factories to- 
taled 533,400 in August compared 
with 651,000 in August 1945 and 
375,000 in August 1940. 


T-H Hearing 


WASHINGTON, (LPA) The 
first NLRB hearing under the Taft- 
Hartley law ended with a decision 
in favor of the Textile Workers 
Union-CIO. The Linwood Cotton 
Mills of Lafayette, Georgia agreed 
to rehire two men fired for union 
activity and to cease and desist 
from supporting the independent 
union and interfering with the 
CIO.

AFL Organizes Big 


Numbers in South 


The AFL’s southern organizing 
drive has produced a membership 
gain of 425,000 in 14 southern states, 
the AFL executive council reported 
to the convention. 

The report declared that “the net 
gain in AFL membership in the 14 
southern states will reach close to 
500,000.” In these states the AFL 
recorded 1300 new charters issued, 
1800 new bargaining units estab- 
lished, 1364 NLRB elections won 
and only 3860 lost. 

Specific organizational gains cited 
the Teamsters who organized over 
200 trucking firms with an esti- 
mated membership of 10,000. Dis- 
trict 50, of the United Mine Work- 
ers, registered 7000. The Pulp, Sul- 
phite and Paper Workers produced 
a better organizing record when 
they showed a total of 9000 which 


was equalled by the Tobacco Work- 
ers. 


CIO in South 


BOSTON (LPA)—The CIO south- 
ern organizing drive has increased 
CIO membership in the south about 
70% during the past year or about 
280,000 new members, CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray reported to the 
CIO convention here.

Portal Pay Suits 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Portal- 
to-portal pay suits with claims to- 
talling millions of dollars were dis- 
missed by several U.S. District 
Courts. In Pittsburgh a decision 
that the 1947 Portal-to-Portal Act of 
Congress was constitutional resulted 
in dismissal of 43 cases. The opinion 
said that though the United Steel- 
workers-CIO had a right to seek 
portal pay under the Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938, that right 
no longer existed. In Chicago a mo- 
tion has been filed .to dismiss four 
CIO portal pay suits, two brought 
by the Steelworkers and two by the 
United Auto Workers.

New Strikebreaking 
Method on Air Line 


NEW YORK (LPA) — A new 
strikebreaking technique for the 
“air age” was developed by Amer- 
ican Overseas Airlines whose 175 
pilots, members of the Air Lines 
Pilots Association-AFL, went on 
strike here recently. 

AOA announced, as it found the 
AFL strike 100% effective, that it 
would “lease” its planes out to other 
airlines. This would mean that AOA 
could still take reservations, trans- 
fer them to other airlines, lose no 
business and still collect for opera- 
tion of its own planes. 

ALPA President David Behncke 
said that the walkout, called after 
a unanimous vote, was caused by 
“two distinct factors—one underly- 
ing and the other immediate: 1.

Coal Todastry May 


Be Revived Here 


California's coa] deposits—distrib- 
uted through 43 counties and for- 
gotten for decades—are receiving 
attention again as potential heat 
and energy sources, due to research 
in low-grade coal utilization, CALI- 
FORNIA—Magazine of the Pacific, 
California State Chamber of Com- 
merce publication, reports in its 
current issue. This follows experi- 
ments by major national organiza- 
tions in use of such coal in liquid or 
gas form, to supplement petroleum, 
natural gas and their products. 

The U. S. Geological Survey esti- 
mates Californie. has a total work- 
able coal area of 500 square miles, 
extending along the Coast Range 
and spotted in the Sierra Nevada 
foothills. Original content of these 
fields was estimated at one billion 
tons, and some 223 mines have been 
noted. 

Poor quality, scattered small de- 
posits, and high transportation costs 
from isolated areas all mitigated 
against sale of California coal.

ILO Conference is 
Scheduled for S. F. 


(ILO Press Release) 


GENEVA, Switzerland—The 31st 
session of the International Labor 
Conference will be held next year 
at San Francisco beginning June 
17, it was decided by the Governing 
Body of the ILO at its recent ses- 
sion here. 

On the agenda will be the ques- 
tions of (1) freedom of association 
and protection of the right to or- 
ganize and (2) industrial relations, 
including collective bargaining, col- 
lective agreements, conciliation and 
arbitration, and cooperation be- 
tween public authorities and em- 
ployers’ and workers’ organizations. 

Other items on the agenda will 
be (3) a report by Director-General 
Edward Phelan, (4) wages, (5) em- 
ployment service organization, (6) 
vocational guidance, and (7) reports 
on the application of International 
Labor Conventions. 

The questions of freedom of asso- 
ciation and industrial relations were 
added to the agenda, set at an ear- 
lier meeting of the Governing Body, 
by the 30th session of the Confer- 
ence here.
